Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.SC 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
10/056477, filed on 12/29/2003. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on 12/29/2003. The examiner having the -Prior 
Art — tittles accepts these drawings. The drawing objection in the prior office action is 
withdrawn in light of applicant's amendment of the drawings. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art does not disclose a small hydroelectric power generator having a main 
case with a fluid path, a hydraulic turbine that is arranged in a fluid pathway and turns 
as a predetermined flow of a fluid passes by, and a rotator connected to a hydraulic 
turbine to rotate together. The rotator acts as a rotor portion opposed to a stator 
portion, so that power generated by rotating a rotor portion that is relative to the stator 
portion as fluid passes by, and in combination with a plurality of ejecting openings 
provided in a fluid pathway outside the rotational path of the hydraulic turbine for 
reducing an area of a flow of a fluid and for ejecting the fluid. Furthermore, the hydraulic 
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turbine has a rotational center portion and blade members, which are hit by the fluid 
ejected from ejecting openings. In which blade members are formed such that an inner 
peripheral end portion is joined to a rotational center portion and outer peripheral point 
portions that extend toward the vicinity of the ejecting openings and each of the outer 
peripheral point portions of the blade members are formed in an edge-shape.
